PROMPT JUSTICE. 

The Magirtrsto Wss Firm and T.'lsd 
te Be Oanial. 

In the "Hisiury of tteverly," Mass., 
the following unecdute Is related of a 
good Justice of tbe peace In the old co- 
lonial limes. Oaa cold night In winter 
a traveler colled at his bouae for lodg- 
ing. The ready hospitality of tbe Jus- 
tice was about being displayed when 
the traveler unluckily uttered a word 
which his host considered profane. 

Upon this he informed bis guest thai 
he was a magistrate, pointed out the 
nature of the offense and explained the 
necessity of Us being expiated by sit- 
ting an hour in tbe stocks.
